INSPECTING AND TELLING OFF 
A COMPANY 


A Company will fall in for inspection in Column of 
Platoons, and each Platoon will be inspected by its 
Platoon Commander (()) as follows :— 


© PLATOON—ATTENTION.,

REAR RANK ONE PACE STEP BACK—_MARCH. 


The appointments, clothing, etc., will then be inspected. 


UNFIX— BAYONETS. 
FOR INSPECTION PORT—ARMS., 


The exterior of arms is inspected and here and there the 
bore of arifle. The sights must be at zero. Unless 
ordered to remain at the port to examine—ayms, each 
soldier, when the Officer has passed the next file to 
him, will ease springs, order arms and stand at ease 
without further command.

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Method of Testing One’s Memory 


On the two next pages is given a list of the preceding 
movements in Company Drill, with the corresponding 
commands of the Company Commander. The latter 
should be learnt thoroughly, and the Company Com- 
mander must be able to bring them to mind instantly. 

After thoroughly understanding the movements as 
illustrated, he can check his memory by selecting a 
movement on pa ge 26 and, without looking at page 27, 
repeat to himself the necessary command and immediately 
check it by looking at page 27. 

The writer suggests the movements should not be 
checked in the order given, as the eye is liable to catch 
the next line, which would give the command for the next 
movement. 

By frequently going through them in this way the 
reader will soon be able to frame the command for any of 
the movements, This is the most difficult part of Com- 
pany Drill, the subsequent commands of Platoon Com- 
manders being fairly obvious. 


General Principles. 


(1) With the exception of Nos. 1 and 2 (Changing 
Direction) and 13 and 20 (which are very simple) it 
will be noticed that every command contains either 
ADVANCE IN or FORM (No. 17, 
Line Outwards, being an abbreviation for Form Line 
Outwards.) 


(2) AT THE HALT, when required, always precedes 
the command. It is not necessary when remainder 
are moved separately. 


(3) ON THE LEFT (or right) is used when the new 
formation is facing the same direction. 


(4) FACING LEFT (or right) is used when new forma- 
tion is facing a flank. 


(5) Column of Platoons and Close Column of Platoons are 
used to distinguish from Column of Companies, &c.
